He made 
It clear that he had already expressed 
himself as personally in favor of the 
creation of a house committee on 
suffrage and had so informed a mem- 
ber of the house rule* committee who 
had asked him bis personal opinion. 


The suffragists marched upon the 


White House today from the public 
library, with banners and streamers 
flying, after holding a mass meeting 
at which speakers stirred their en- 
thusiasm to a high pitch. Represented 
In the line were New York, Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, 
Delaware, 


West Virginia, Maryland, Rhode Isl- 
and and the District of Columbia. 


10 STATES REPRESENTED 


Marched Upon the White 


House from the Public 
Library, the Suffragists 
Being Women Workers of 
Eastern States, 
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Washington,

Wilson gave no encouragement today 
to a delegation of 300 working women 
who marched on the "White House 
with a brass band and flying color? 
to ask his support for a constitu- 
tional amendment enfranchising wo- 
men. 


Twenty-five of the women were re- 


ceived by the President and five, in 
short speecnes, presented their argu- 
ment. The President reiterated that 
as leader of the Democratic party he 
was limited only to recommending 
those things on which the party had 
made up its mind. 


"We don't want you to break with 


your party, but we would like you to 
influence them," said Mrs. ulendower 
Evans of Boston, after the President 
had finished speaking. 


"It isn't a question of breaking 


with the party," returned the Presi- 
dent, "it is a question of speaking 
for it." 


"Well, why not speak to it," 
re- 


joined Mrs. Evans as 
the 
women 


laughed. "That's what we want, you 
have such tremendous power and can 
work miracles with it." 


The President dia not continue ia« 


discussion, but expressed a wish to 
meet the women who were waiting 
outside. 


"But they told us we couldn't all 


come in,"' remarked Mrs. Evans. 


"It must be a misunderstanding," 


said the President, and he sent word 
out that he would like to have the 
delegation come in. They came in, 
single file. Some of the women de- 
clined to shake hands with the Presi- 
dent, marching indifferently by, re- 
fusing to take his proffered hand. 


At their exit Dr. Mary Walker, in 


male attire, argued with the women 
that suffrage was a state issue. She 
was not permitted to enter with the 
delegation. 


The pleas of the working women 


were prepared eloquently and with s 
touch of pathos and emotion as they 
described the hardships of women 
workers. 


"Shaking and trembling," said Miss 


Margaret Hinchey of the laundry 
workers of New York, "we come 
to 


plead with you. You art so square 
and on the level and so much a real 
Democrat that I appeal to you to wipe 
out the injustice that exists. We 
could help every Democrat if we had 
the vote." 


Miss Mary Schneiderman of New 


York, representing the cap makers. 
spoke with emotion of hardships of 
women in mills and mines. 


"It Is not a democracy when only 


half have something to- say," con- 
tended Miss Melinda Scott of New 
Jersey, representlg the cap makers' 
union. "We will be glad if you will 
mention our cause in your next mes- 
sage." 


In addressing the suffragists the 


President said: 


"I want to say just this, I need not 


tell you that what you have said 
makes a profound impression on me, 
but I have already explained my lim- 
itations. 
Until a party as such, has 


taken a position on a question, I am 
not at liberty to speaK -- it 
I am 


limited id expressing my opinions, no 
matter what my individual thoughts 
may be. I have no douui that your 
visit will make a profound impres- 
sion." 


The delegation left 
the 
White 


House In groups, in animated con- 
versation, some pleased, others dis- 
appointed and some even saying that 
tfcey w»re angry. The bands departed 
without playing any more, and the 
President and Secretary

cently nominated and confirmed as 
ambassador to Russia, has declinec 
the appointment, according to a letter 
to the president, made public at the 
White House today. 


Mr. Pindell wrote President Wilson 


that although the Senate had investi- 
gated accusations in connection with 
his appointment, he felt, nevertheless, 
that no controversy of any kind 
should surround the appointment of 
any ambassador, as it was liable to be 
misunderstood abroad. 


The President in a letter of regret, 


accepted Mr. Pindell's declination. 


The correspondence made public at 
the White House follows: 


"Peoria, 111., Jan. 28. 


"Dear Mr. President:—I deeply ap- 


preciate the honor you have done me 
in nominating 
me ambassador 
to 


Russia and the very great 
compli- 


msnt paid me by the Senate in con- 
firming the nomination by unanimous 
vote. I had hoped, and confidently 
expected when you asked me to ac- 
cept the post that I could do so at 
once and take up me work at a very 
early-date. I am, therefore, the more 
embarrassed to 
find 
that 
circum- 


stances have arisen which will render 
it Impossible for me to undertake the 
mission. 


"I fiSve, as you know oe'en put in a 


very-false light by certain gross mis- 
representations in the public press 
and while it is true that these have 
been cleared away and the nomina- 
tion accepted in its true light by the 
Senate after a thorough and dispas- 
sionate investigation 1 feel that it 
would be more delicate for me to de- 
cline the appointment than to accept 
it. No controversy of this kind should 
surround the appointment of an am- 
bassador to a country which cannot 
be expected to be familiar with the real 
circumstances as they are known at 
home- There should be nothing per- 
sonal to talk about or explain there, 
as far as the ambassador himself is 
concerned. 
. 


"I beg, therefore, that, trusting me 


to be guided by my own instinct in 


thii matter you will acrept my as- 
surance of deep 
uratitudo 
for the 


honor you have sought to do me and 
permit me with genuine regret, but 
with no hesitation of judgment to de- 
cline the appointment. 


"With sentiments of distinguished 


consideration, believe me to be, Mr. 
President, 


"Your obedient servant, 


"HENRY M. PINDELL." 


The President'* letter to Mr. Pin- 


dell follows: 


"Your letter does credit to your del- 


icate sense of propriety and serves to 
increase, if that were possible, my 
admiration tor you and my confi- 
dence in your eminent fitness for the 
mission which you now decline. 


"I can but yield to your judgment 


in the matter, because it is clear to 
me that feeling as you do, whether 
you are fully-justified in that feeling 
or not, you would not be comfortable 
or happy in the» post. I, therefore, 
:annot insist. Yo» will allow me, how- 
ever, I hope, to -Oipress my deep re- 
gret. I know yoUjt quality so well and 
was so anxious '',to see you at St. 
Petersburg that f feel a keen disap- 
pointment. It li;only a very imper- 
fect consolation Aat I may now again 
express my unquAlled confidence in

About forty field pieces and great 
quantities of ammunition have been 
shipped southward in readiness for 
the attack. 


Against the rebels, the 
federal 


garrison under General Refugio Vel- 
asco will put forth as formidable a 
defense as their means will perm.it. 
The federal strength is estimated by 
the rebels at from 6,000 soldiers up- 
wards. 
It was expected that the 


rebels will outnumber the federals 
at least 2~~\o i. 
General Velasco's 
soldiers, however, have the advan- 
tage of positions and are said to be 
supplied with superior artillery. 


Torreon with 25,000 population, 


an important railroad center and the 
industrial seat of the Laguna cotton 
district, besides having the largest 
soap factory in Mexico was a natural 
defense to the west.

Dr, Boudreau Is the health expert 


retained by the State Board of Health 
to trace the causes of epidemics in 
cities, and to see that a proper quar- 
antine is enforced where serious dis- 
ease outbreaks are reported. 


His lecture IB designed to acquaint 


the general public with the common 
means toy which serious and fatal dis- 
eases are spread—how 
an unclean 


milk container might, for instance, 
carry typhoid Infection into a hun- 
dred v homes,, or how a tainted wea 
might cause an epidemic that would 
rtsult In appalling loss of life. 


Dr, Boudreau's lecture, which will 


be delivered In the Y. M. C. A. au- 
ditorium, where the 
Public Health 


Exhibit Is being shown, 
will com- 


mence promptly at 8 o'clock, 
and 


will be brief. It will be Illustrated 
wit^movtag pictures, and will be en- 
tirely free as he is sent to Newark by 
the State Board of Health. 


Fatts regarding the extent of occu- 


patiotaal diseases in this etate, and 
the heavy human and economic waste 
which they cause, were related In an 
interesting'manner at the State Pub- 
lic Health Exhibit Saturday evening, 
by Dr. E. R. Hayhurst, the specialist 
who is conducting a survey of occu- 
pational diseases under the direction 
of the State Board of Health. 


Dr. Hayhurst's lecture was another 


of the series on Interesting and in- 
structive talks 
which are 
given 


nightly in connection with the state's' 
exhibit. These lectures are iree and 
every citizen of Licking county is In- 
vited. 


The speaker defined "occupational 


disease" as ill health which resulted 
from 
working. 
Ordinarily, 
work 


should make good health and length- 
en life, but work under bad conditions, 
or lit the wrong way, or when exposed 
to poisons, has the opposite effect. 


He started off with the startling as- 


sertion thatVver half of the .working 
people lose their lives from causes 
which may and should be prevented 
—enumerating as the chief 
factors 


tuberculosis, pneumonia, typhoid fev- 
er, accidents, and poisoning. Deaths 
from preventable causes among the 
working men ol this country' total 


are about 25,000 men engaged in it 
in Ohio. Lead poisoning 
not 
only 


causes severe colic and anemia, but 
often paralysis, insanity 
and death. 


The speaker outlined several meth- 
ods whereby the handling of lead and 
paints could be relieved of danger. 


Summing up his subject, Dr. Hay- 


hurst declared that the loss falls on 
the employer, the employee, and the 
community at large. 
The employer, 


because the loss of a competent work- 
man is serious to him, and an inef- 
ficient workman is 
costly at- any

price; the employee, who finds his 
health gone in what. should be the 
prime of his life from a cause which 
should have been preventtrf.; and the 
community, which

costly charities to care for the af- 
flicted, which has to provide hos- 
pitals, and refuge for the incompe- 
tent. He pointed out that this money 
could far better be spent in remedy- 
ing the conditions which cause the 
diseases. 


As a means of remedying ..aese gen- 


erally bad conditions, Dr. Hayhurst 
suggested that factory foremen and 
men immediately in charge of work- 
men take the initiative in seeing that 
conditions are improved, 
and that 


they should inform the workers as to 
what is dangerous for them, and of 
the folly of taking risks. Finally, ne

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The Alaska Railway Project. The Time to Buy Cheaply. 


In Alaska the ordinary objections 


against a Government-owned rail- 
road would lose most of their force. 
and the danger of establishing a bad 
precedent would be as slight as it 
was when the Panama Railroad was 
acquired by the United States. The 
fears expressed in the Senate, that 
a great political machine of high- 
salaried and highwaged railway em- 
ployes might be built up, are quite 
unfounded with respect to the deso- 
late and uninhabited region the pro- 
posed line is expected to traverse 
To the establishment of a malefi- 
cent political organization a large 
voting population is an indispens- 
able adjunct, and the conditions in 
Copper Mine River Valley forbid for 
all time the arrival of the emergency 
feared. 


The reason why Sect'y Lane urges 


the establishment of a Government 
railroad in Alaska is convincing 
It 


IF inevitable that the line would 
have a monopoly of transportation 
It has been impossible to finance a 
private railroad corporation because 
exclusive rights could not be obtain- 
ed and the traffic possibilities do 
not encourage investment in com- 
peting lines. Moreover, a monopoly 
of 
transportation 
would 
amount 


practically to a monopoly of mining 
in the coal fields and other mineral 
lands of Alaska. 
The agency which 


would control the carriage of the 
product to its market would also 
control 
the 
output 
and 
prices 


Monopoly being inevitable, and a 
private monopoly being abhorrent to 
our institutions, the only recourse 
was to an agency of transportation 
publicly owned and operated in the 
general interests and not for profit 


A railroad is essential to the de- 


velopment of the dormant natural 
resources of Alaska; and, since none 
can be built by private enterprise on 
terms which are admissible, there is 
no recourse except to the plan sug- 
gested by Secretary Lane and in- 
dorsed by the Administration 
The 


project has a status identical with 
that of the Panama Canal in its 
politico-economic aspects. The canal 
will have a monopoly of transpor- 
tation by water between our East 
and West coasts and between the 
two oceans 
To permit the canal 


to be control and managed as a 
private business enterprise 
would 


have been intolerable, even if the 
necessary capital could have been 
obtained by a private corporation 
The practical impossibility of this 
emphasized the necessity of govern- 
mental construction, ownership and 
operation. The case of the proposed 
Alaskan railway i«s absolutely paral- 
lel: the only difference is that the 
railway would be a much smaller 
project

employes has not become a political 
machine

is as a thousand years. At the begin- 
ning of man's Week he was perfect, 
as represented in Father Adam: but 
disobedience to the Creator brought 
upon him the curse. "Dying, thon shalt 
die." Under that curse our race has 
been steadily going downward mental- 
ly, morally and physically to the tomb 
—the Bible Hell—Sheol, Hades. 


Man Alone Cannot Conquer. 


Meantime, mankind has straggled 


against the curse, bnt to no avail. To- 
day our race is assailed by more ail- 
ments and weaknesses, mental, moral 
•nd physical, than were ever known 
before. 
Our jails, penitentiaries, asy- 


lums* hospitals, all bear testimony to

Man's Extremity Is God's Opportunity. 


While we were crying to the Al- 


mighty for His compassion and aid we 
heard His Message. 
He assures us 


fhat He laid help upon One mighty to 
save to the uttermost all who accept 
His aid. It is this Savior who eighteen 
centuries ago died for us. "the Just for 
ithe unjust" to open up the way for 
our return to God's favor. During the 
Gospel Age He has been gathering out 
an elect Church, to be His associates 
and joint-hairs In a coming Kingdom. 
It Is He who with His elect Bride, the 
Church, will reign for a thousand 
years. He will bind Satan that dur- 
ing this period he may deceive the peo- 
ple no more.

It Is mi easy matter for 
them, therefore, to ixjrsonnte the dead,

alive. 


The heathen indeed nre excusable for 


falling into these seductive snares; for 
the heathen have no revelation from 
God aud no warning against these evil 
spirits. But how shall we excuse our- 
selves, to whom God committed the 
Oracles of Truth, which clearly tell us 
that the soul that slnnetn shall die.
